REMARKS 

In the Notice to Comply with Requirements for Patent Applications Containing Nucleotide 
Sequence and/or Amino Acid Sequence Disclosures dated August 13, 2008 in U.S. Patent 
Application No. 10/541,261, the examiner has alleged that application is not in compliance with 
the requirements of 37 C.F.R. §1. 821(e) as "Fig. 1 contains two sequences... which are 
encompassed by the sequence rules but this application does not have a CRF, paper copy or 
statement that they are the same for [those] two sequences." In response, Applicants provide the 
present submission, including the documents titled "123SequenceListingREVISED.txt" and 
"123SequenceListingREVISED.pdf", as the computer-readable and paper forms of the Sequence 
Listing for the present application, in compliance with the requirements of 37 CFR §§1.821- 
1.825. 

The revised documents submitted herewith contain new sequences SEQ ID NOs: 13 and 14, the 
dimer forms of each of monomer SEQ ID NOs: 1 and 8, respectively, linked by a proline residue, 
as described on page 6 of the specification and set forth in Fig. 1. The specification has been 
amended, as set forth in Section I above, to contain reference to SEQ ID NOs: 13 and 14. 

The revised version of the Sequence Listing varies from the Sequence Listing filed with the 
application only by addition of SEQ ID NOs: 13 and 14 and by addition of the serial number of 
the pending application. No additional changes have been made.
